The largest amount of money received and expended by the 


county government comes, of course, from taxes. Bucks County 
enjoys one of the lower county tax rates— 4.5 mills for general 
purposes, and .5 m ill for the institutional district. 
Estimates for the current year are that the County w ill re­ 
ceive, under the general purpose tax, $482,025.19 from current 
taxes plus $43,150 in back taxes, or a total of $556,728.65. 
From other sources, such as departmental earnings, fines, 


sale of property and equipment and various other technical mat­ 
ters, the county w ill receive enough more to bring its estimated 
revenues to $703,634.60 for the year. 
Adding in the bank 


balance on hand left over from last year, this makes the county's 
general purpose fund total $774,794. This was the amount of 
money in sight at the beginning of the year to be spent for gen- 


leavin g i e r* l RM»po*oa. 


The general purpose fund, however, is only one of three 
funds collected and administered by the county government.
